SANSKRIT MANUSCRIPTS. 


This report deals with 900 Sanskrit manuscripts which were 
examined during the year 1895 by two of my assistants, Mr. 
H. Erishna Sastri, b.a., and Mr. T. P. Krishnasvami Saatri, 
M.A., at Tiravaiy%u, Tiruvidaimaruddr and Tiruvifeiinallhr in 
the Tanjore district. Both had been provided ^^Irith copies Of 
Dr. Aufrecht’s Oatalogus Oatalogorwm^ and were thus enabled 
to ascertain during the preparation of their lists whether a worik 
was already well known or deserved to be described in detail. 
Most of the ample and careful extracts which they made from 
manuscripts, are printed in the Appendix. 

In examining the contents of the library in the MahSliflga- 
svSmin temple at Tiruvidaimaruddr, my two assistants received 
ready and valuable aid from the learned librarian, Mt. ^rinivSsa 
§Sstri, who had already numbered and arranged the books knd 
printed a list of the titles (Eumbhakdnam, 1893). The lilaary 
was founded by the late Subrahmanya Tambirdn, partly froin 
his own funds and partly from those of the temple. It is to be 
hoped that his successors in the management of the temple will 
follow in his footsteps, and preserve and enrich this iihpOrihht 
manimoript coILecrion. 

The present list of the mannsoripts in possessioh of BS^ma- 
subrahmanya Sistri at TiruviSainaMr (Nos. 1499 to 1668) 
differs totally from Dr. Oppert’s preliminary list/ so much so 
that only the names of three hooks are the same in both lisl;^. 
I am unable to explain tbis fact, and can only Suggest that the 
owner may have shown one portion of hm library to Dr. Oppert’S 
tabulators, and another portion to my assistants. 
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MaliMiva Ghaiiapi,th.i at Tiruvaiy&ju possesses a complete 
N^ari copy of the SamJdtd and Pada texts of the 'Rigv^da 
(Nos. 698 and 699). The Tajurv^da is represented in the sub- 
joined list by several manuscripts, and the Sdmaveda by one (No. 
1494). In connection mth Bharata8vS,min’s Sdmavida- 
IthAshya (No. 1534), Dr. Burnell (Tanjore Oat p. 11) remarks 
that it was composed at Seringapatam in Mysore in the time of 
R^maj^chandra] of DSvagiri. This statement requires correc- 
tion. BharatasvSmin lived at ^rlrafigam near Triohinopoly and 
in the time of Rltman§.tha, the son of the Hoysala king S8m#S- 
vara of Dv§rasamudra. ^ 

No. 923 contains a commentary on the Apastamba-^rauta- 
sdtra by S8manatha, of which No. 173 in my Mrsi Report 
is perhaps a portion. Rdmd-mMr^ (Nos. 723 and 909) is the 
popular denomination of Ka a fiikardma’s commentary on 
DhdrtasvS,min’s commentary on the same Sdtra. 

VehkatSSvaradtkshita, the author of the Updsandpra- 
ybga (No. 1135), was the son of PfLrnS.nanda, the grandson of 
SamarapuDigavddhvarin, and the pupil of Brahm^nanda Saras- 
vatl. He professes to have based his work on ^amkara’s Chhdn- 
ddgyahMshga. 

Pafichdksharaguru of the KdSyapa gbtra composed the 
Karmaprakd^Tid^ a treatise on the Smdrta rules of Bddhdyana 
(No. 762). 

KgSavdrya, the author of the SarvasammataHkshd (No. 
1441), calls himself the son of Sdriddva and may be accordingly 
identified with the author of the Svaralakshana ( Oat Oat p. 
760J). 

The name of the commentator on the VgdsaSikshd and Bhd- 
radvdgaUkskd appears in the manuscripts as SdryandrSyana 
(No. 2726), Sfirdvadhdnin (Nos.. 601 and 1265), and Svard- 
vadhinin (No. 1266).^ The third form of the name is, I think, 
only a clerioal error for the second, and Sfira is a familiar abbre- 
viation for fifiryanirdyana, as, for instance, Subba for Subrah-

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manya. The beginning of No. 1445 suggests that Stlribhatt*^) 
the author of the Kriydsvaralakshana, is identical with Sfirft-va- 
dhdnin. 

The JatdsiddhdntavicMiif a treatise on the tTatdpdthaf was 
commented on by Lakshmanain his JatdsiddMntachandrikd 
(No. 1438). V 5mfi. nabhairava, the son of VehkatSla, wrote 
the Jatdmani (No. 1436), another work on the Jatdpdiha. He 
invokes as his preceptor Sarvdvadhdnin. This may be a mistake 
for Shr^vadhfinin, who was referred to in the preceding para- 
graph. Another work by V5mtnabhairava, the Varnakramadar- 
pana (No. 1439), treats of the phonetics of the Taiitiripasamkitd. 

The list contains some Pur&nie works which give a legend- 
ary history of certain temples in the Tanjore district. The 
PaflcTianadamdlidtmpa (Nos. 701 and 1160) and the JapySivara- 
mdhdtmya^ (No. 1167) refer to the Pafiohanadg^vara temple at 
TiruvaiyS,EU ; the Gdmukttiuaraindhdtmya (No. 1216) to TimvS.- 
vadutu^ai ; the Vaidyandthamdhdtmya (No. 1164) to Taidy64- 
varahkdyil ; the Madhydrjunamdhdtmya (No. 1079) to Timvi- 
daimaruddr ; the Pmydarlkapuramdhdtmya (No. 1170) to 
Pundarikapuram ; and the Svitdranyamdhdtmya (No. 951) to 
TiravenkMu, ® and not, as stated by Dr. Burnell {Tanjore Gat. 
p. 1895), ® to Tiruvaiangfidii) the Sanskrit equivalent of which 
is VatSranya. The Manivdehakacharitra (No. 1083) appears to 
refer to the ^aiva saint MS.nikkav6.i$agar, who composed the 
Tiruvdiagam, a collection of Tamil hymns. 

According to No. 1392, Mahtdhara wrote his comment- 
ary on the Rdmagttd in [^Vikrama-]Samvat 1660, provided that 
my emendation of the date (p. 132, note 1) is correct. The 
dates of two other works of the same author are given by 
Dr. Aufrecht ( <7a^. Cat. p. 4445). 

The Pattaratndkara.) a treatise on adoption by Dharma- 
rdj&dhvarin (No. 1090), is based on the works of Mann,

chandriMj Dattasamgraha, Kdlanirnaya and DattcmiTHdinisd. 

ISTo. 1628 is a copy of the Da.UacMntdmamy a work on the 
same subject by Ydfichh^Svara,^ the son of ITarasiibha or 
ITrisimha, grandson of Mddhava, and great-grandson of another 
TSfichh^Svara. He also wrote a commentary on his great- 
grandfather’s MaMshaiataha {Tanjore Oat. p. 164a), a com- 
mentary on the whole Miranyakiiisdtra^^ a logical work entitled 
Kdkatdltyavdddrtha^ and the Malamdsanir^ya. According to 
the colophon of Ho. 682, his great-grandfather, whose name 
was likewise TMchh^ivara, had been the minister of (the 
Mahratta king) Tukkdji of the family of Bhdsala. Gt6vindadi- 
kshita, an ancestor of VdfiehhSSvara, had been the prime- 
minister of EaghanS,tha, one of the (NS.yaka) rulers of 
Tafijapura {Tai^'ore). * 

The short extract from No. 1147 shows that Subrahmanya 
wrote not only the commentary on the AhhinavashadaMU, as stated 
in my First Report (p. vii.), but also the Ahhinavashada^tti itself. 
Mahdd^va, the son of YifiranS,tha, composed the A^auchatattva 
in 48 verses (No. 1606). A commentary on this treatise was 
written by ^ivasdri Mah&jana, the son of Tryambakabhatta 
(No, 1506). The A^auoha&ataha or (?) Agkanirnaya of Yeh- 
kat6Sa {i.e. YehkatanStha Vaidikasarvabhauma) * was com- 
mented on by the author himself (No. 1268) and by Hamanuja- 
dikshita (No. 1499). The Aiauehomirnaya of Yaraddrya, 
the Son of ^rlnivdsdrya (No. 1603), is based on the A&cmcJia- 
daSaka and the Aietuehaiataka. 

No. 1496 contains a portion of the Rdmdyandmritakaiiaha, 
i.e. ‘ the clearing-nut to the nectar (which is) the Rdmdycma^ an 
ancient commentary on Ydlmiki’s poem, which was described 
by Dr. Burnell in his Tanjore Gat. p. 1 78 f. The TanW^M (No. 
718), a commentary on select verses of the Rdmdyceyia, is

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generally used by people who explain, this poem to the public. 
The first half of the name of the book is Tamil. The JEUimA- 
ahtapr&sa by Rdmabhadradtkshita (No. 1292) is one of 
the poems which are sung by bards and others in the morning. 
The MammaUfarif a hymn by Trivikrama (No. 1536), is 
repeated every day by the Mddhva Brdhmanas. 

The Yddavardgkavtya by VenkatSrya (No. 1061) is an 
artificial poem, each verse of which refers to the story of Bfima 
if read in the ustial way, and to the story of Krishna if read 
from right to left. The author has added a commentary of 
his own to his curious composition. 

Krishndchdrya, the son of Baghunithadikahita, wrote 
the poem Ohandrafcaldvildsa (No. 1269), which is also celled 
JSjnydgdpana-BdmdyaiW’ because the verbs in each verse are 
placed in such a manner that it is impossible to discover them 
at first sight.^ This work is also accompanied by the author*s 
own commentary. 

Kavivddafi^khara described the deeds of the god ^ivain 
the Sivacharita (No. 1094). He appears to have been appointed 
lecturer on the ^aiva philosophy in the ifekfimranfitha temple 
at Kk&chi. In the opening verses of his work, he praises the 
poet Ksh6m6ndra and the ^aiva professor Haradatta. 

According to the colophon of No. 936, the poem Yatmia- 
rainMara was composed and oommented on by ^rivatsdfi- 
kamidra, surnamed FarMara, who was the son of B3mamiih». 
Another hitherto unknown poem is the QdpMam^apct of 
Girisundariddsa (No. 1165). 

The poem Bdmaeharidraohampd (No. 1101) was written by 
Bdmaohandrddhvarin, the son of Fatamjalimakhin, grand*' 
son of Kdi&vSdhvarin, and great*grandson of Batnakh6tddhva- 
rin of the GMh6ya family. A comparison of the colophon of 
No. 568 shows that Bdmaohandrddhvarin must have been the 
grand-nephew of Bfi.3aohfid&manidikshita, a list of whose works 
was given in my First Report, p. ix. f. For, Bfijaohfiddmani- 
dikshita was the half-brother of KSi^vadikshita and the son 
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of EatnaMilta-^rlniv&sadlksliita of the family of VifiTimitra, 
which is synonymous with GS.dh6ya, ‘ the son of G&dhi.’ 

The Anandasdgarastava (ITos. 938 and 1042) is a hymn 
by Nilakanthadlkshita, the grandson of Achoh§,dikshitaj 
who was a brother of the well-known Appayadlkshita. The 
same Nilakanthadlkshita wrote the Nilahanthavijayachamp'd 
(No. 8S6) ; the ^ivatativarahasya (No. 1011), a commentary on 
a poem of 108 verses in praise of ^iva ; and the Ohitramtmdmsd- 
ddahadhikMra (No. 1281), which is evidently written in defence 
of the Ohiiramtma^di a rhetorical work of his grand-uncle 
Appayadlkshita. Distinct from him is another Nilakantha- 
dikshita, a son of Appayadlkshita and author of the Aglmvivika 
(No. 1504). 

The drama ValU'pm'imt/ya Q^o. 1283) was written by Vlra- 
rdighava, the son of l^vara, in the time of ^ivfindra (i.e. Bivtji) 
at SShSndupura. Mr. T. S. Kuppusvami Sastri has shown, in 
his interesting paper on Edmabhadxadikshita,^ that Sd.h6ndu- 
pura or §ahajimah§.r§japura is identical with Tiruvifiainalldr. 

The Bh8,na Basilcdmrita (No. 1276) was composed by 
^aihkaran§.riyana on the occasion of a festival at Tiruvai- 
ySpi. He was the son of an “ appointed daughter ” (jmtrikdy 
and began to write poems in his eleventh year. 

No. 1301 contains a commentary on the Anarghardghava 
by Tishnu, the son of Muktinfitha or Miirtmfi,tha, who is 
distinct from another commentator of the same drahia, mu. 
Vishnupandita, the son of Eatgabhato (Notices, No. 3038). 

No. 861 is a commentary on Ed,ja66khara’8 drama Yiddha- 
^ddahhcMjikd by Ghanafiy&ma, who was a minister of the 
(Mahratta) king Tukkdji. 

A hitherto unknown grammatical work is the Li-^dmi4d- 
sanasdtra, a treatise on the* gender of words by ^S,mtanav^- 
oh^ry a (No. 1487), the author of the YMtsMravriiM (No. 529). 

No. 1266 contains a portion of a commentary on Panini’s 
Bdtras by an author who seems to have also composed a work 
called Yuktiratna, which was based on the Kd&ikd.

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According to No. 1444., Siraram^ndra’s commentary on 
the Gajasuira -vras written in ^aka-Samvat 1702, the Plava (?) 
year; while Dr. E. Mitra in his Notices^ No. 1792, gives ^aka- 
Saifavat 1772. An astronomical calculation of the week-day 
would probably settle which year is correct. 

The Panhhdshdrthasamgraha (Nos. 1068 and 1264) is a 
grammatical work by Y aidyanathaiSdstrin, the son of Batna- 
giridiksbita or Eatnaharidikshita. He mentions his maternal 
uncle R&mabhadramakhin. The son of this (?) Vaidyandtha and 
the pupil of Edmabhadrddhvarin was GdpdlakrishnaSdstrin, 
whose ^dbdikachintdmani (No. 1235) was completed by Ananta- 
n&rdyanaSSstrin (No. 1486). 

Brahnidnanda Sarasvatt, the author of the grammatical 
work ChiiprahM (No. 1320), bore the distinguishing epithet 
Tdraka and was a pupil of Gdvindtnanda. At the beginning 
of his work, he invokes Vaidyandtha, the god of VaidjMvarafi- 
kOyil. 

The Bdlatnanoramd,, a commentary on the Siddhdntakaumudit 
was written in the last century by Vdsudfivadlkshita (No. 
1239), the author of the Mimdmsdlcutukalavritti (No. 1525), 
of the Mahdgnisarvasva (No. 695), and of treatises connected with 
the ^rautasdtras of Bddhftyana (Nos. 664 and 680) and Apa- 
stamba (Nos. 708, 716, 729, 760 and 753). He was the offici- 
ating priest (^adhvaryu) of Anandardya, a minister of the three- 
(Mahratta) kings ^i,hajt, Sarabhajl and TukkOji of the family of 
Bh6sala. YSsudSvadikshita’s father, Mahdd6vav§,jap5yin, 
wrote a commentary, called Suhddhini, on the Bodhdyana- 
SrautasMra (No. 674). ^ 

The grammarian Chakrap§,ni of the family of ^6sha wrote 
the Praudhamati6ramdkJian(^na{^o. 1258), a criticism of Bhat- 
tfijidikshita’s work, and the Kdrdkatattva (No. 1478). He was 
the pupil of Yi^vSSvara or Yir^ivara of the same family. 

Jayakrishna or Hrishnabhatte of the Maunin family, the 
author of the Subddhini (Nos. 184 and 814), Sphbtachandrikd

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(No. 1321) and other works, ^ also wrote the Tarkachandrikd 
(No. 1262). 

Dr. Burnell in his Taryore Oat. p. 42, mentions two gram- 
matical works .by Chokkan^tha, the ^ahdakaumudi and 
DhAtv/ratnAvaU. No. 1063 contains a third, the BhAshyarainA- 
vctU. In the opening verses, the author refers to his preceptor 
and patron NilakanthMhvarin, and to Vithivitahka orTy&g^^, 
i.e. the temple at Tiruvi,rQ.r in the Negapatam tMuka, and 
states that he wrote at the request of VehkatdSfidhvarin,® 
the son of TajfianIrayanamakMn and grandson of G-6vinda- 
makhin. The same VenkatSSa, son of YajnantrSyana, was the 
author of the astrological work JAtakachandrikA (No. 1236). 

AnnS^S,strin, the son of ESma, wrote a Mlm&msS work 
entitled Tantradarpana (No. 1064). His family came from 
Pray&ga (Allahabad). He was born at KandaramS,nikya (near 
Kumbhakdnam) and lived at JapSla (?). 

The SaihJcarsJiany&yaniuktAvaU is a hitherto unknown work 
on MtmSmsS by Bil.jachlld§.manidlkshita (No. 1489). A 
corrupt form of this title occurs in the printed list of his works, 
taken from the KAvyadarpana. ® The beginning of No. 1489 
shows that E8,jaehTidi,mani’s preceptor, Ardhan§,ri6vara, who is 
also referred to in No. 568, was the brother of his pupil. 

The MtmtmsS work VidfabhAshana (No. 1463) and the 
Dharma work DaMdikAlanirnaya (No. 1496) were written by an 
author whose name is lost, and who was the son of Ri.maohan- 
dra and the pupil of Lakshmana. 

NyAyanirnaya is the title of AnandajfiS,na’s comment- 
aries on ^anakara’s Sdrirakamima^AbhAshya (No. 882) and 
BHhadobranyakabkAshya (No. 1018). The ^aiva philosopher 
Sahaj&nandanttha, pupil of Saehchidanandanfi,tha, wrote a 
commentary, called MandramA.^ on ^amkar&ch&rya’s Ananda- 
ZaAart (No. 899). Abhinavan&r§,yap6ndra Sarasvatl is 
the author of commentaries on the AitariydpanishadbkAshya 
(No. 1187) and on the OhhdnddgySpanishadhhAshya (No. 1498).

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Two new Vedanta works are the V/vdddrthasamffra/taiw by 
Bahgandtha, the sou of Srinivasdrya (No. 1549), and the 
Viddnta^d<lhAntakdi'ilcdiua%jari by Chitsukhachfirya (No. 
1128). 

No. 1152 is a manuscript of the ’Padadipika, a commentary 
by Dharmardjddhvarindr a on the PaTLehapddilcd. This 
work is referred to in the same author’s Veddntaparibhdshd^ 
but had not yet been traced in manuscript. 

At the end of No. 1216, the year A.D. 1603-4 is given as 
the date of the completion of Amalananda’s Viddntakalpataru. 

VitthalamiSra wrote a commentary on the Laghtushan- 
drikd (Nos. 1259, 1348 and 1507), which is the name of 
Brahmtnanda Sarasvati’s commentary on the Advaitasiddhi. 

At the beginning of the Kaivalgasaudkanihireni (No. 1221), 
the unknown author gives a list of the VfidSnta books from 
which his work is compiled. 

No. 1026 contains the JUdnopadHasdru^ a V6ddnta work by 
Mah6^vardnanda Sarasvati. At the beginning of his 
book, the author invokes the god of Sdnlchala, i.e. Tiruvan- 
ni,malai in the South Arcot district, his consort ApitakuchSm- 
bikd, and the following preceptors : — ^ivardma, QOpftla, Sva- 
yamprakSia, Furushdttama and Akhanda. 

Nrishn^nanda Sarasvatt, the author of the Siddhdnia- 
siddhd^Jana (No. 1035), praises the 'V’^dSnta teachers VSsu- 
d6va, BS.mabhadra, and SvayamprakdSa. A commentary on 
his work, entitled Ratnatdlikd (Nos. 1036 and 1466), was 
written by Bhfl-skaradikshita, the pupil of Vijayarfighava- 
Ittstrin and the son of Yehfcatepatiyaj van.® 

The Samdhg&paflcMkaranavdrttika by Sur64varfich^rya 
(No. 1491) is identical with the PafieMkaranavdrttika {Oaf. 
Cat. p. 31 Sa); and the SiddhdnfavtxiJaganU by Tryambaka. 
Sistrin (No. 1343) is perhaps the same as the Advaitasid-- 
dhdntavaijayantt (No. 1337). Mr. Rice {Mysore Cat. p. 176) 
calls the book Vaijayanti.

The Taitvakattsiubha (No. 1243) -w^as written by Bhattdji- 
dikshita at the order of Vehkatgndra of Keladi. According 
to Mr. Sewell’s Lisis of Antiquities, "Vol. II. p. 177, Vehkatappa- 
Ntyaka of Keladi reigned from A.D. 1604 to 1626. Mr. 
Cousens has sent me impressions of a copper plate from Hona- 
yar, which bears the date Saka-Samvat 1683, the ^§rvari samva- 
tsara, i.e. A.D. 1660-61, and belongs to a later "Venkatappa- 
N&yaka, who was the son of Sid[dh]appa-Nfi.yaka, grandson 
of Sahkanna-NS^yaka, and great-grandson of Sad&fSiya-N &yaka 
of Keladi. 

The present list contains several new works by the great 
poly hist or Appayadlkshita : — AdiiyasiStraratna and com- 
mentary (No. 997); Anandalahart^ ojid. commentary (Nos. 920 
scadi Bhasmavdddvali (No. 1010); Pdnintyavddanaksha-

(No. 1025); and Sivotkurshastaearaina (No. 1037). In the colo- 
phons of his ^ivd'hf yii.i'int'ISptkii (No. 1056), he mentions as his 
patron a prince Chinnahomma, the son of Chinavira and father 
of Lihgamaniyaka. The last is identical with Lings, the son of 
Bomma of Vfildr CVellore in the North Arcot district) and grand- 
son of Vlrappaniyaka. These three chiefs are mentioned in the 
Vildpaka grant of ^aka-SamTSt 1523,- and the inscriptions of 
Appayadikshita’s patron, Ghinnabo,mmandyaka of Vfilfir, 
are dated in ^aka-Samvat 1471 and 1488.® From the colophon 
of the Kuvalaydnanda * it follows that Appayadikshita was still 
alive during the reign of Vehkata I. of Pennakonda, whose 
inscriptions^range from Saka-Samvat 1608 to 1536.° Chinna- 
bomma of V^lflr must be distinguished from another Chinna- 
bomma or Chinabomma, who was the son (?) of Nalabonama, 
the minister of Chokkandtha, and the author of the Prdkrita- 
manidtpikd (No. 265) and 8amgitardghava (Tanjore Cat. p. 61a). 

A large number of works in the list were composed by 
E^masubrahmanya ^dstri or Edmasubba ^dstri, the son 
of Edma^amkara and grandson of Aivatthan§,r8-yana. He is a 
Smdrta Brdhmana who advocates in his writings the Vaishnava 
faith and opposes the ^aiva writings of Mahdmsdidp&dhyflya 
ESju ^dstri alias Tydgartjamakhin, who lives at Manp^gudyi 
near Tanjore and is a descendant of Appayadikshita. TTia 
Chandnkdkha'pdana (No. 1637) is directed against Vydsar&ya- 
yati’s Chandrikd (No. 1533). 

At the beginning of his commentary on Anandatlrtha’s* 
Brahmctsdtrahhdshya (No. 1064), Jayatirtha invokes the

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following preceptors: — VySsa, Amandabddha, Pankajan&bha- 
ttrtha and Aksh.6bhyat!rtha. 

Nos. 1866 and 1540 contain the Ny&yay'atnakara^ a Dvaita 
treatise in which Yanamal§,niiSra refutes the Advaita tenets 
of (Qauda) Brahni3,uanda (Sarasrati). At the beginning of his 
work, the author I’efers to Amandabddha, which appears to be a 
surname of Madhva ; to his commentator Jayatlrtha ; and to 
VySsayati, the author of the NydyAmrita^ Tarhatdn^va^ Tdtpar- 
yachtindrikd, Bhdddjjivana and Manddrama%jari. To the spiri- 
tual line of VySsa ( Vydsdnvaya) belonged Bam§,ohS,rya, who 
wrote the Taramgini, a commentary on Yy&sayati’s NydydmHia, 
in order to refute (Madhusddana Sarasvatl’s) AdvaitasiddM, 
Then follows Yanamfilin, the younger brother of Krishntrya, 
who wrote the Sattrabha in order to refute Gauda BrahmS,- 
nanda’s criticisms on R^mS.rya’s Tantinyi . His work is also 
called Nydydmritasaugandhxia (No. 1541). The author of the 
Nydijaratn&kara, Yanamai§,mii§ra, is apparently distinct from 
this Yanam§,limi4ra. The Brahnidnandiyakhandana (^Cai. Cat. 
p. 389a) is perhaps identical with the present work. 

Another Dvaita writer is Padman^bhashri, the pupil of 
Eaghunath&rya and the author of the Paddrthasamgraha (No. 
1647). 

The Chan(Mtndruta (No. 1682) of DoddayUch^rya is a 
commentary on the Sataddshani^ a philosophical work by the 
great Yi4iaht4dvaita teacher Yerikatanatha YMfi,ntaehftrya.^ In 
the opening verses, the author invokes the Yishnu shrines at 
^rlrahgam, Tirupati, Tiruvattiyiir and ShoHnghur, and alludes 
to BSmSnuja, Ydddntd.ch^rya and Srlnivd,sa. 

N risimhadd va, a nephew of some Ydddntdchkrya, wrote a 
polemical treatise, entitled BMdadhikkdranyakkdra (No. 1070), 
against the BMdadhikkdra of the Advaita philosopher Nrisim- 
h§,4rama. 

Y§d&ntd,chdrya, the author of the Vdddmtakamtvhhai^o. 
1427), was the son and pupil of AdivarShdohS,rya, who was the 
younger brother of another Ydddntd,oh&rya. The last two were

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the sons of Paravastu VenkatadSSika, a follower of Vaidikasfirva- 
bhauma Yflddniadd^ika. 

Tril&chanabhattSchdrya wrote a eomraentary on the 
NyaxjasiddlmntamuktdvaU^ entitled Lochanf (No. 1397), which 
is based on the Mahdprabkft, another commentary (by Madhu- 
sddana Gosvamin). Raj’anarasimba, the author of the 
Prahhd^ another commentary on the MukhivaJf (No. 1;390), 
is probably identical with the commentator on the Dipikd (Nos. 
16 and 230). Vajratanka wrote a commentary on BhavS.- 
nanda’s ( TnHvachinkhnnmdtdhUiffdrlhdrfhopriikdiikfi) (No.l462). 

Vadhhla Ven katachdrya, the son of ^rinivdsa or Sritoi- 
ladSiika, the grandson of ifahSrya, and the author of the 
Tattvdrthadtpikd (No. 1381), a commentary on the Tarkamm- 
ffraha, inTokes at the beginning of his work (No. 976) 
Nrisimha, the husband of Amritaphalavalli, who resides on 
Qhatikddri, i.e. at Sholinghur in the WdMjapSt tdluka of the 
North Aroot district. ^ 

In the manuscript No. 360 of my First Report, the name 
of the author is given as Bdvilla-Yehkata. - No. 863 has the 
various reading Kephella-Yehkate, which . suggests that the 
correct form of the name may be Rdpalle- Yehkata, and 
that B6palle in the Kistna district was the birth-placse of the 
author. 

D6vabhadraya j van of Benares invokes, at the beginning 
of his Faushavdddriiia (^o. 1409), the preceptor Advaitftnanda 
Sarasvati and quotes the opinion of ^dlapdni. 

Tammayajvan, the author of the Kdmaddgdhrt (No. 
1068), a commentary on the Sitrgasiddhdnia, was the son of 
MallMhvarin of Paragipura (near Hindupur in the Anantapur 
district), the grandson of Mallayajvan, and the great-grandson 
of Hoimdrya. 

Nrisimha of the Bhdradvdja gotra, the author of the 
astrological work KdlaprdkdUkd (No. 1140), was the son of

Tlie Tiruvidaimaruddr library is very rich, in manuscripts 
of the Tantra literature. The Kdrandgama (]N’o, 952), a 'Pro- 
UshtMtantra^ furnishes the following list of the 28 Agamas or 
Tantras: — KAmiJca, Ydgaja^ Ohinfga, Kdrana, Ajita^ Dipta, 
Sdkshma, Sahasra, Amiumat, SuprabhSdaka, Vijaya, NUvdsa, 
Svdyambhuva^ Anala^ Rnurava, Makupit, Vimalti, Chandra- 

j%dna^ Bimba, Prddgita^ Lalita, Siddha^ Samtdna^ Sarv6kta^ 
Pdramiivara, Kirana and Ydtula. Another Pratishthdtmtra 
(No. 950) quotes the following Tantras : — Viraiantra, Amkimat^ 
SuprabhMa^ BiddkdntasdrdvaUy Sdkshma, ^aivapaHbMsMmM- 
jart^ Btptaidstra and Kdrana. At the beginning of his treatise 
on sorcery, entitled B^ahsJuiputa (No. 1118), Siddhani,g^r- 
j una names a large number of Tantras on which his production 
is based, and enumerates the single chapters of it. No. 1162 
is a good specimen of a long title which conveys little meaning. 

Ramakantha, the son of Ndrdyanakantha, wrote, among 
other Saiva works, ^ the IPatangavritii (No. 966). He was a 
pupil of TTtpala, who is placed by Professor Biihler {Ka&mir 
Report^ p, 79) in the first half of the 10th century. §rtkan- 
tha, a pupil of this BS.makan.tha, who is stated to have been 
a descendant of the ESImirian ^rlkantha, composed the Rair 
natrayaparikshd. No. 982 contains a commentary on this 
work by an unknown author. 

The MrigSndravritUdipnkd (No. 1106) is a new work by the 
^aiva philosopher AghdrafiivSohSrya. He wrote this book 
at the instance of his preceptor YidySkanthabhatta, a pupil of 
BSmakantha. 

TrilSohanaSivSchSrya is the author of a Tantra work 
entitled PrayaAcMtiasaniuchchaya (No. 954), at the beginning 
of which he invokes DurvSsas, who belonged to the spiritual 
line of the preceptors residing at Amardaka, Yy^pak6fiSna,

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Sai’v^Sapandita, Uttunga^mkara, S6mMSna, Sarvdfmaliva and 
AghdraSiva. His Siddhaniasdrdvali^ which is noticed by Dr. 
Burnell {^Tanjore Cat. p. 208^'), was commented on by Anan- 
taSambhu (No. 1114). At the beginning of his commentary, 
the latter invokes Vaidyela, i.e. the linga at Yaidy£*fivarafik6yii 
in the Shiyali tsilnka of the Tan j ore district, and states that 
TrilSchanasivfichdrya lived in a monastery called Ainardaka- 
matha.^ Another resident of the Amardamatha, ISdnaSiva- 
ehtrya, wrote the Krigdkrurrutdyoiika (No. 1117), which must 
be distinct from a work of the same name by AghSraSivlchfirj’a 
(No. 960;. 

The ^ai va teacher T6daj5dnamuni, a pupil of a teacher of 
the same name who lived at VySghrapari, Le. Chidambaram, * 
wrote the Atmdrtliajydjdjpaddhati^ a w’ork on the daily obser- 
vances of the ^aivas (No. 1096). At the beginning of his work, 
he invokes HimasabhSnata (the god of Chidambaram) and the 
following preceptors : — Durvdsas, Paihgaldehirya, Ugrajyd- 
tis, Sady6jy6tis, ^rikantha, Vishnukantha, Yidydkantha and 
Bdmakantha, and quotes the following works : — Jadna^iva's 
J%&naratnavalt^ jBfinaSamkara^s Sdlaratn&vali^ Somafiiva’s 
Ka.rmakdndO’hrama^ Uttungaiiva’s Paddhaii^ BrahmaSambhu’s 
JPaddhati (?), Triidchana’s Siddhdniasdrdvaliy HxidayaddSika’s 
Siddhdnttidtpay Yarunafiiva’s Vdru^paddkati, PrdsfidaSiva’s 
KriydJcaraiia, Nat^^add^ika’s Kriydlcarana (?), lldmanatha’s 
Paddhati, and IddnaSiva’s Siddhdntasdra. To the same author 
probably belongs the Dticshddaria by YSdajBdna, the son of 
Vdmaddva of Yydghrapura (No. 1226). 

NigamajBdnaddSika, a commentator on the Tantra 
work ^ivaJfldnaMdhasAtra (No. 1072), also lived at Yydghra- 
pura, i.e. Chidambaram. An other commentary on the same 
work was composed by EajatasabhdSa (No. 9S3). 

The ^aiva preceptor Mrityum jayandtha wrote a com- 
mentary (No. 961) on the Snapanasdrdealt of his father

Um&nandan§.tha, a pupil of BhdsuranandauS.tha,® com- 
posed the Tantra work Nitydtsavanibandha (No. 121S). 

The BhAiirudrdkshamdhdtmya (Nos. 1004 and 1509) is a 
new work by Parama^i v^ndra Saras vati, whose SivoLsaha- 
srandmahhdshya and ^ivagUdidtparyapraJcdUkd (No. 1074) are 
noticed by Dr. Aufreoht {Cat. Cat. p. S25a! and p. 648a.)
